Annual index numbers of prices received by farmers, production, and 
marketings, together with supporting data are presented separately in this 
report for the major groupings of agricultural commodities produced in 
California: field crops, truck crops, fruits and nuts, and livestock and 
livestock products, Index numbers of acreage (harvested or bearing) are 
also given for crops. In addition to annual indexes, monthly index numbers 
of prices are shown for field crops and for livestock and products, With 
the exception of field crops, the annual index numbers are for crop or 
marketing years only, For field crops the annual index numbers of prices 
and marketings are shown for both calendar and crop years. 

Note_on Procedure 

The index numbers presented in this publication are of the Laspeyres 
type. The weight period (1935-1939) is throughout identical with the base 
period (1935-1939 = 100), In the formulas given below the subscript i 
(4=1,...yn) refers to a crop or product, the subscript j (j=1,...,k) to one 
of the years of the base period (1935-1939), t refers to a year (calendar
